Occasionally in horses we meet with 
an excessive length of the front teeth. 
But in such cases the direction of the 
teeth is such that the upper row over­ 
laps tho lower, and forms what is 
termed a parrot month. Besides being 
unsightty, 
this 
condition interferes 
more or less with tile ability of the 
horse to bite oft grass; but it docs not 
interfere materially with his picking up 
the food from the manger, or tho hay 
from the rack, nor do such irregularity 
Interfere iii any manner with the func­ 
tion of the grinders. The approximat­ 
ing surface of the front teeth and those 
of the grinders are always worn off at 
the same ratio; hence such a thing as 
tile grinders not being able to meet, on 
account of the length of the front 
teeth, is entirely out of the question, 
and nothing whatever would be gained 
by rasping the front teeth. 
That the 
horse lets partly chewed food drop out 
of the mouth, is one of the symptoms 
of the presence of a discased or de­ 
caying grinder, or the existence of 
sharp or projecting points, or rather 
irregularities in the upper yr lower row 
of grinders.
